ARLY in October the Evening Express in two editorials crit 
b icised the action of the State Social: Insurance Commission 
4} iv diverting funds appropriated by the state legisature for 
the specifie work of investigating state social insurance, to 
partisan propaganda in its behalf. 

Later the Evening Express editorially commended the state 
controller and state treasurer for declining to allow the claims 
whereby individual propagandists were to be compensated for per- 
sonal services in spreading this partisan propaganda by way of 
campaign speechmaking. In like manner it commended the at- 
torney general for his learned and righteous opinion sustaining the 
attitude of the state controller and treasurer. 

More recent developments show further persistent effort to 
foist this pernicious system on the people of California through 
the legislature notwithstanding its overwhelming rejection at the 
polls.. The people of California have rejected this pro-German 
piece of Bolshevism, It fits only a people whose labor is enslaved 
and kept submissive by a paternalism arrogating to itself the right 
to go into a workman’s pocket and dictate to him the manner of 
distribution of his earnings. : 

If the state once opens the doors to the exercise of any sort or 
dominion over the money in the pay check of a workman, what 
cannot it do? It is a scheme that befits autocracy and as such, 
Samuel Gompers, the great champion of free American labor, de- 
nounces it and warns labor against it. 

The legislature will be slow to ignore the mandate of the people 
in this matter, expressed so recently at the polls. The legislature 
speaks for the people and in this particular members have heard 
the voice of the people expressed with remarkable emphasis. 

The greatest injustice that can be inflicted upon labor would 
result from the removal of the measure of independence labor en- 
joys under American constitutional guarantees. Remove these, put 
the workmen of America on the German basis of paternalistic serf- 
dom, and you reduce the workman to a mere factor in an industrial 
machine, Once permit the legislature to determine for working 
people how they shall dispose of their earnings, and the legislature 
will be converted, as in Germany, to a mere instrument in the 
power of the ruling class. Self-interest and greed will take care 
of that.' So much for the worker. 

From the viewpoint of the taxpayer, this social insurance 
scheme is a monstrous imposition. Its annual’ cost is estimated at 
$40,000,000. Every such distribution of money wrung from the 
people of California, including the wage-earning element, means 
an added lot of assorted .political jobs. Hence the active interesl 
displayed by politicians in this new paternalistic method of pulling 
money out of the public treasury. 

Physicians of the more scholarly and influential type are op- 
posing health insurance. The clear demand of the people of Cali- 
fornia is for retrenchment in public expenditures. Unnecessary 
waste of public money is doubly objectionable by reason of the 
suffering in the world and the calls for relief. This attempt to @1- 
graft on our state system the burdens of paternalistic pauperization 
is a raid on the publie treasury that is challenging widespread 
resentment. 

Aré these gentlemen so determined to launch this scheme for 
raiding the treasury that they defy the mandate of the people on 
the subject overwhelmingly expressed so recently at the polls? Ap- 
parently this is the case. The votes which rejected social insurance 
elected the legislature. 

State ‘Treasure Richardgon earns the gratitude of the people 
of California in holding up this attempt to divert public moneys 
from the spécific use to which it was originally dedicated. 

If the commission will execute the duty imposed on it in its 
creation, it will advise the public of the very general rejection 
throughout the country of this entirely foreign and essentially un- 


American scheme.—Los Angeles Evening

Our Allies in the Near East 
By Cuaryes Evans HucHEs 


Probably at no time in the history of the world 
have there been so many fatherless and mother- 
less children as there are today. Tens of thous- 
ands, probably hundreds of thousands in Ar- 
menia, Syria, Caucasus, Persia, Mesopotamia 
and Palestine are not only without parents, but 
are without any strong parental government to 
give them the help and protection which orphan 
children of other lands enjoy. 

American Consuls and missionaries cable 
the American Committee for Relief in the Near 
East, almost daily regarding the situation. One 
message from the Russian Caucasus pleads for 
the support of 10,000 children at an average 
expense of two dollars per month per child. 
Another from Tiflis reports 40,000 children in 
one region waiting for an answer to a previous 
cablegram requesting help. Reports from other 
points indicate similar conditions. Among the 
many appeals it is possible for this committee to 
assume responsibility for only the most pressing 
cases, and it is upon these that the committee 
would focus the attention of the American peo- 
ple. Splendid help has been rendered the little 
ones in other lands, but these in Western Asia 
are no less human than those who have already 
been aided by American charity. It is the duty 
of Americans, as well as a privilege to respond 
to this great opportunity and help keep alive the 
best civilization that Western Asia has developed. 

All expenses of administration for this relief 
are privately met, so that every dollar sent to the 
committee is used directly by their agents in. 
purchasing food and supplies for the needy who, 
according to the best advices and from audited 
reports, receive the full benefit of the funds sent 
them. 

Out of the horror and nightmare through 
which these people have passed comes the gratify- 
ing word that we can be of assistance; that our 
efforts will prove availing, and that we can share 
with these orphan children the bounty which we, 
as Americans, have enjoyed foryears. The work 
done by this committee has been most unselfish 
and effective under conditions of great personal 
sacrifice. May America respond to their appeals. 
€ 


as well acept the plea that although this country has established 


quite a dye industry it is still short of some kinds of dyes and we 
should import duty free from Germany. Also we are short of toys 
and should let Germany send over some of her accumulated surplus 
free of duty. Doubtless there are some importers of cutlery who 
ean submit unquestionable statistics showing a shortage of some 
much desired. kinds of cutlery. from which they can argue that we 
should encourage the purchase of that class of goods with the brand 
‘‘Made in Germany.’’ And so on down the list. 

We expect Germany to pay her indemnities, but not in such a 
manner as to destroy industries established here. Our anxiety is 
not drected toward the problem of making payment easy for Ger- 
many. We are somewhat anxious, and worried, however, over the 
future of American industries which have heretofore suffered from 
the ruinous competition of Europe and Asia. We still have a free 
trade tariff law on the statute books and we shall have in the White 
House yet a man who believes in ‘‘the removal of all economic 
barriers.’? He is the man who sighed the present tariff law and 
pronounced it good. He doubtless has his pen ready to veto any 
Republican protective tariff bill. That being true, we look with 
the utmost concern upon every move made with a view to restoring 
the former industrial domination of Germany in certain lines of 
trade. The merchandise with which Germany liquidates indemnities 
owing to the United States should encounter protective rates of 
duty on arrival in our ports. 


We need a permanent and prosperous potash industry, dye in- | 
dustry, cutlery industry, and toy industry in this country.

here. You see our division was 
designated a shock division long 
ago and we were rushed ‘from one 
to another just to start an attack. 
Then we would pull back and rest 
a week or so and get replacements 
then move on to another fight, and 
so on. Now we are on our way to 
Coblentz, and will soon be there. 
We will cross the Rhine and that is 
what most of us wanted to do that 
came over here. 

Well, there is lots more to write 
about but I had better reserve some 
of it for another time. 

How is everything at home? Hope 
this finds all of you in the best of 
health. I also sent a helmet about 
that time, and you should have got 
that by this time. Then several days 
ago I sent you folks a camouflaged 
helmet. I hope you get that one 
as the camouflage work done by the 
Germans is very good, on it, and it 
will show you how everything was 
camouflaged down to the wearing 
apparel. There are lots of interest- 
ing things that I wanted to write to 
you about, when the censorship was 
strict, but couldn’t; now when I can 
write I can’t think of those things. 
I have never once seen one of the 
boys from home or heard anything 
from them, with the exceptidn of 
Bradford Manker.. He and I wrote 
to each other for a few times, but 
I did*not get to see him. I wrote to 
Vic, but never got an answer, and 
Cousin Willie, where is he now? I 
suppose he will be discharged soon. 
Well, anyway I think we will all be 
home soon. I hope I get to come 


'home soon, but you never can tell; 


I may .be held over here for a few 
months to do some elerical work, 
but any event I will be home before 
long. I will take good care of my- 
self, so don’t worry about, and 
I'll be home some day. 

Well, have I written enough for 
once; you know it takes a long 
time to fill up one of these pages 
with a typewriter. ' 

It has started to ain outside, so I 
think I will crawl into bed, and get 
a good night’s sleep, as I can sure 
sleep when I hear the noise of rain 
on the roof.

The paper has been made possible 
by cooperation between the Ameri- 
can Red Cross and the committee 
on public information at Washington. 
The American Red Cross has es- 
tablished a bureau of information 
in New York for the convenience of 
the ten thousand graduate nurses. 
soon to be released from overseas 
military duty for civilian service. 
The bureau of transportation, Pa- 
cific division, American Red Cross, 
has shipped more than 8000 tons of 
Red Cross supplies to Vladivostok 
since Sept. 15. Warm clothing, knit- 
ted garments, medical supplies, and 
surgical dressings comprised the 
shipments. The articles are gifts 
from the Red Cross to soldiers and 
citizens in Siberia. , 


W. H. Morrow, director of the bu- 
reau of transportation, who has 
handled these Red Cross shipments 
from San Francisco, has been high- 
ly commended by national headquar- 
ters for his activities. A letter dat- 
ed Dec. 20, from the director gen- 
eral of the bureau of transportation, 
Washington, contained the following 
recognition of this service:

the country of Belgium and Luxem- 
bourg is beautiful. The town of 
Larochette is located quite a ways 
north of the city of Luxembourg, and 
is a wonderful place. It is a great 
summer resort for tourists of all 
kinds, and has many historical things 
connected with it. It is surrounded 
by heavily wooded hills and on top 
of these hills surrounding the town 
are the ruins of an old town built 
by the Romans hundreds of years 
ago. There is one of the prettiest 
little railways here you ever saw. The 
engine is about one-fifth the size of 
an American engine, and the freight 
cars and passenger cars are corres- 
pondingly small. The gauge of the 
track is about two-thirds that of the 
standard gauge. 

I will now tell you the places in 
which I have been since coming over. 
We landed at Brest, as you probably 
already know. This was on the 27th 
of December, 1917. We took a train 
from there, via Tours, to Is-Sur-Tille. 
You may have to get a large map to 
find some of these places, as they are 
not very big. This Is-Sur-Tille is a 
large Advance Depot and when we 
landed there on the first of the 
year the ground was covered with 
snow two feet deep. In spite of that 
we went to work immediately build- 
ing railroad tracks and warehouses. 
I spent five months there, working all 
the time. The‘last month and ea half 
I was there. I worked on detached 
service for the post quartermaster, 
as car checker and tracer. This was 
a good job, but in the early part of 
June our regiment, the 161, was called 
upon to furnish several thousand prt- 
vates as replacements for the 2nd 
Division, who had just gone to Cha- 
teau Thierry. Well, I had to give up 
that job, and shoulder a gun and go. 
We went from Is-Sur-Tille, through 
Paris, to Meaux, where the Germans 
had advanced to at one time during 
the war. Well, I was put in the 23rd 
Inf., but as clerks were needed at 
Division Headquarters, I was reas* 
signed to Headquarters. So you see 
I didn’t get to do much fighting. It 
was the 2nd Division that stopped 
the Germans on their last advance 
towards Paris in June, at Chateau 
Thierry. Well, I spent a few days in 
Meaux, after being assigned to head- 
quarters, and then our headquarters 
moved to La-Ferte Sous-Jouarre, a 
little way from Chateau Thierry. We 
moved from there about the middle 
of July, and started the first allied 
offensve at Soissons on July 19, 1918, 
and we have been going ever since 
up to the signing of, the armistice. 

At Soissons I was temporarily de- 
tached from the adjutant’s office 
where I work and carried ammuni- 
tion to the 75’s. That was some ex- 
perience. I was right on the front 
when we started the drive 
broke the German offensive. | will 
never forget the morning; it was 
about four-thirty and raining, light- 
ning, etc. Then all at once our ar- 
tillery opened up and for several 
hours there was a continual roar. 
Then just at the break of day our 
infantry went over the top, and in a 
few minutes we had beaucoup prison-

days, and during that time dodged 
quite a few shells. Then I went back | 
to the adjutant’s office which was | 
located at Rueville, just outside of 
Crepy, near Villere Cotterets. I for: 
got to tell you about the bombs that | 
were dropped at La Ferte within al 
hundred feet of where I was sleeping, ; 
and of the long range shells that 
went over our heads on their way to| 
Paris, but when I get home | can tell 
you better about all this stuff Well, 
at Crepy, the Boche dropped bombs 
every night. On the 22nd of July 
we moved to Pierrfonds, a_ lovely 
place noted for its big castle. Here 
the Boche also tried to get me with} 
bombs, but did not succeed. From 
Pierrfonds we moved to Nanteuil le 
Houdin between Crepy and Paris. We 
stayed there several ‘weeks and 
around the first of August we moved 
to Nancy. I think you can-find Nancy 
on the map. It is quite a place, and 
we had our headquarters there for 
a couple of weeks, then we moved to 
Marbache just a little place near 
Nancy. We stayed there several 
weeks and then moved back to Co- 
lumbey Les Belles, for a short rest. 
From there we went through | 








to Franche-Ville for a few days then 
on the 12th of September we moved 
to Manonville right up behind the 
front. Here we attacked for the first 
time with the American army and 
drove the enemy back some distance, | 
our division takng Thiacourt. Weil, | 
as a special mark of appreciation our 
division was given a week's rest in 
the city of Toul, by the commander- 
in-chief. From here we moved to 
another front under the French, near 
Rheims. Our first headquarters was 
in Marie near Chalons. We stayed 
here a few days, and then moved on 
through Chalons to L'Epine about 
five kilometers out of Chalons. We 
stayed tere a week and moved up to 
Suippes, a shell torn town “under 
shell fire. Here on this front our df- 
vision did itself proud by helping 


in the liberation of the noted city) 7f 


of Rheims. We moved after a week 
in Suippes to a camp, Camp Mont- 
pellier, near Suippes. Stayed there 
several days and then to a big farm, 
“Ferme de Vadenay,” back near Cha- 
lons. You can find most of these 
places described if you look up some 
of my back letters. I think I describ- 
ed Suippes as the shell torn city and 
the farm, etc. From the farm we 
moved back to the American front, 
and to the finish of the war. We 
moved to Herpont first, then to Les- 
Islettes through St. Menehould, and 
then to Jouy, then to Very, near 
Charpentry. Here the Germans were 
shelling all the time, But our troops 
soon put a stop to it and drove 
|them fifty kilometers. Our division 
was given the post of honor as I 
told you another letter, on this 
front as on others, and led the ad- 
vance, which ended the gyerre 
Now the armistice was a as 
you know, and we moved to Fosse 
via Grandpre and Buzancy. Here 
we stayed until the 17th of Novem- 
ber, when we started on our march 
to the Rhine. This privilege of be- 
ing one of the Divisions of Occu- 
pation is considered as a_ great 
honor. 

Well, we moved from 
Stenay, still in France, Here we 
stayed overnight and moved on 
through the former no man's land 
into Belgium to the city of Virton. 
It was sure some gight through the 
lines on both sides In Virton we 
stayed several days and I think I 
told you in a letter a few days ago 
of the

119th or 20th. Here we received a 
great welcome. We stayed there 
overnight and in the morning mov 
ed on to Brouch, a city just across 
the line in Luxembourg.

Now, Dad, you — probably 
know that Luxembourg is an_ inde- 
pendent duchy or something like 
that, and was not in the war, al- 
though they let the Germans come 
across their country because they 
were too small to offer any resist- 
ance, Lots of people think it a 
part of Germany.
